PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS.” 
By Dr. J. M. Byrum, President, Shawnee, Oklahoma. 
To the Members of the Oklahoma State Medical Association : 

I wish to assure you that it is my opinion that the part of the program 
set apart for the president’s address is more a custom than a _ necessity. 
It is not the occasion for a scientific paper, nor is this the place for a 
message of recommendations as to changes in the laws and rules of the 
Association. It does appear the custom to devote this period of time to 
laudits of what the ‘‘president has done,’’ and to make the further effort 
to convince the entire membership that the president is about all there 
is to the Association He should also hand out a few bouquets to the 
members upon their having had the foresight to elect such a president 

Doctors, | do wish to take this occasion to thank you for the honor 
I have enjoyed this year as your president. It is an honor any doctor, 
however modest, does appreciate. The labors have not been arduous. The 
machinery of the State Medical Association is so perfect that it will con 
tinue on its way even without a president 

During this administration we have not found it necessary to 
avenge our honor by declaring war upon any foreign people. However, 
the war in progress a year ago for better sanitation, purer ethics and 
higher qualifications in the profession has been continued. The criminal 
abortionist is beginning to ‘‘fold his tent and silently steal away 

The State Board of Medical Examiners is due a standing vote of con- 
fidence and congratulation. Their official records will show many licenses 
revoked for a criminal operation and the criminal courts of several counties 
are now busy meting punishment to the guilty offenders 

Each component county medical society should be the guardian of its 
professional honor and make itself strongly felt in its own jurisdiction 
as a protector of the unborn, helpless babe. If there be a criminal officer 
in your county carrying license to practice medicine, it is your solemn duty 
as a citizen of the State, and as an upright, progressive doctor, to uphold 
your professional dignity and honor by supplying the State Board of Med- 
ical Examiners with the necessary evidence, and I have on good authority, 
not only from ‘‘mouth to ear,’’ but from the past record of the State Board 
of Medical Examiners, that no guilty man will escape

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The State Medical Association as an organization is perhaps in a better 
condition than ever before. The total membership is at this time greater 
than ever before at the corresponding time. Two new county societies 
have been chartered during the year, and many of the county organiza- 
tions have been adding new membership. This work should, and must, 
continue, until every reputable physician in the state is marching under 
the banner of organized medicine, and the ethics of the profession should 
be so strongly dwelt upon that petty professional bickerings shall cease, or 
shall be settled within the confines of the organization. It will then not 
be necessary to spend money in the defense of damage suits for supposed 
malpractice. 

In this connection I wish to comment on a number of proposed amend- 
ments to our organic laws to be voted upon at this annual meeting in the 
House of Delegates. 

First—To amend Articles 5 and 6 of the Constitution, combining the 
office of Secretary-Treasurer with that of Editor. This merely makes 
organic a custom previously followed by the Council. The Editor should 
be the creature of the House of Delegates and answerable to the whole 
Association for the conduct of his paper, their official organ 

Second—The House of Delegates is also called upon to amend Article 
9 to make the term of the office of the Secretary-Treasurer-Editor three 
years instead of one as now in force. It is my opinion that this is an 
advisable amendment for several reasons. First, it is a good business 
proposition. This office is the business end of our Association and it is 
never good business to change a general policy every year, and the term 
of one year is never sufficient to test out any given business proposition 
in our Association. This has been recognized heretofore by the continued 


re-election of our Secretary-Treasurer. This amendment should carry 
because a long term of office will do much to remove the office from the 
politics of the Association. Under this plan we will at least have two 


annual meetings each term free from the bickerings of politics incident to 
re-election. The objection of getting a ‘‘bad man in office’’ has no bearing 
because the Council already has power to remove anyone from office be- 
cause of incompetency or malfeasance. 

This proposed change in our organic law does not conflict with the 
regulations of the American Medical Association, nor is it a new innovation 
without precedent. Iowa, Kentucky, New Hampshire, Ohio and Wyoming 
make the term of office five years, and find it satisfactory. Colorado, 
Mississippi, Nebraska, North Carolina, South Dakota, Texas and Washing- 
ton make the term of office two years and they wish it were three instead. 

Third—The House of Delegates are also at this meeting called upon 
to amend Article 9 of the Constitution, giving the House of Delegates 
authority to increase the number of councillors as the development of the 
Association may demand. It is my desire that this amendment prevail 
because it is my opinion that our councillor districts are too large as at 
present constituted. I think more frequent visitation and personal over- 
sight by the Council will do much to promote the interest and welfare 
of the organization. There should at this time be created at least three 
new districts in order to make the districts in the state more compact 


and more accessible. 

Fourth—Another amendment proposes to give the Council authority 
at any time to establish a Medical Defense Bureau within our Association 
aud to increase the annual dues not to exceed $12.00 per annum if in the 
judgment of said Council such a Bureau may become advisable. 
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Fifth—It is also proposed at this meeting of the House of Delegates 
to amend Article 1 of the By-laws regulating the process of appeal. This 
is advisable because of the difference of interpretation of the present lan- 
guage of this Article. 

In this connection | suggest that provision be made to rectify our con- 
stitution and by-laws. There are a number of minor changes necessary 
to be made to make more definite the meaning and intent of the law, 
which could be corrected by the codifying committee and when this com- 
mittee report shall be accepted next year and when approved the changes 
become the law of the Association without further formality. 


I! also favor an amendment providing that the president and the 
secretary be made actual members of the Council instead of ex-officio 
members thereof. 

I cannot close my remarks without comment upon the Journal of our 
State Association. I feel no hesitancy in saying that it compares with the 
Journal of many of the older states, greatly to the detriment of those 
Journals. 

The Journal of the A. M. A. itself is not more free from reproach 
in its advertising pages than our own Journal. The editor is to be compli- 
mented upon his success in weeding out undesirable advertising. It is 
true that this close censor of advertising greatly hampers the financial 
resources of the office, but, Doctors of this Association, you have an editor 
whose ideal is to place the ethics of his advertising columns above the 
financial considerations in his business department. If you are a close fol- 
lower of the Journal of the A. M. A. and the Journals of other State 
\ssociations, you will find that the editorial department of our Journal 
is getting handsome recognition. Thompson’s editorials are being exten- 
sively quoted in those Journals and they do not fail to give credit where 
credit is due. 

The standing and bearing of the other department of the Journal 


are what we, as members of the Association, produce. If our papers aré 
not well prepared and are tiresome, or are not original, this part of the 
Journal will reflect the standard accordingly. If our work is classical, 


this part of the Journal will be classical as well 

The salary of the Editor was placed at $600.00 per annum a great 
many years ago. The work now is several times the original volume and 
requires correspondingly much more time for its disposal. I recommend 
that the salary of the Editor be increased to that amount necessary to 
maintain a permanent stenographer in his office. Such assistance will be 
more than self-supporting because of the increased possible efforts in fol- 
lowing up and securing additional advertising. 

In conclusion, I wish to commend the work in the various sections. 
1 have no hesitancy in saying that this program is the equal of any other 
state meeting this year. After all it is the scientific program that marks 
the success of an annual meeting. The chairmen of the sections have de- 
voted much time to the preparation of the programs and are anxious for 
success; the participants in the programs have labored unceasingly that 
the profession in the great State of Oklahoma may keep abreast; it is 
now up to the membership—will you answer roll-call in the section of 
your choice at each meeting? 

It is my opinion that there are too many sections. The work may 
well be disposed of in three sections. Surgery and Gynecology are almost 
inseparable—the Oklahoma Surgeon is the Oklahoma Gynecologist, with 
but few exceptions. The Eye, Ear, Nose and Throat seems to stand alone. 
The General Section covers the remainder of the field. 
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CHAIRMAN’S ADDRESS, SECTION ON MEDICINE.’ 
By Arthur W. White, A. M., M. D., Chairman, Oklahoma City. 


An annual address in medicine before a body of men such as comprise 
the membership of the Medical Section in such an Association as ours 
should include, if not take up in detail, a chronicle of the advances that 
are being made in the science and art of medicine. 

I have felt only too keenly in preparing this paper, the difficulty of 
justifying your selection of me as chairman of the Section on Medicine, 
also the difficulty of presenting what should be considered in such a way 
as to maintain your interest throughout. 

It was my great privilege to act as the chairman in this section some 
five years ago. In my paper at that time I felt justified in predicting a 
change in the attitude of physicians toward disease and made the state 
ment that the time for considering the end of a patient, in disease, was 
past. That the acceptance of ‘‘dead-house’’ pathology as taught in most 
text books, notably that of Dr. Osler, as complete knowledge of the tissue 
changes in disease, would soon be refused We must know more of living 
pathology and the changes in metabolism, which oeceur during the early 
part of disease, to the end that we might better help our patients toward 
recovery. This change has come, and when we make a comprehensive 
survey of the whole field of medicine for the past few vears, we cannot 
fail to be struck by the amount of time and labor that has been devoted 
to the study of etiology and by the abundant results that have been 
secured by it in the form of accurate knowledge of the causes of disease, 
the manner of their incidence on the body, the reactions of the body to 
them, and the circumstances that modify disease in its course 

Were I to recount to you in any detail our gains during the past five 
years we would find great cause for satisfaction. They are so numerous and 
vast, however, that | fear it would too greatly try vour patience; suffice it, 
then, to merely refer to some of the latest and most prominent, and for 
illustration to demonstrate in detail the advancement in one branch only, 
the one about which | am most capable of writing, the gastro-intestinal 
tract. 

First among treatments both curative and preventive are the serums 
and vaccins. Some have been in use for a longer period, but are being 
constantly improved and new ones are being added to the list 

The great advancement of our knowledge of the blood and what it 
contains both in blood dyscrasias and in infectious conditions 

The development of the cardiograph, and the bringing into popular 
use of the sphygmomanometer, which makes possible the application of our 
knowledge of blood pressure and its changes in a_ practical way. 

The introduction of spinal puncture as a diagnostic and therapeutic 
measure In meningitis. 

The work done by Rountree and Gerahty deserves special mention; 
that is, the determining of the renal funetional activity by the use of 
Phenol-sulpho-naph-thalein, which enables us to determine the extent to 
which the kidney is doing or failing to do its work even when there are no 
definite evidences of renal disease. Likewise, the sister test developed by 
Rountree, Horwitz and Bloomfield inthe use of Phenol-tetra-chlor-phthalein 
to determine the efficiency of liver action. 

The perfection of the X-ray and especially the fleuroscope in_ its 
adaptation to gastro-intestinal work.

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The modern use of radium in malignancy and many other things with 
which you are all familiar. 

To the changes in and improvement of our knowledge of the physiology 
and diseases of the gastro-intestinal tract following some discoveries by 
Pavlov and Thompson on the functions of the stomach and pancreas, | wish 
to call your attention in detail. 

Until recently our knowledge of digestion both in health and disease 
was very general. Various accidents, some crude experiments, and a study 
of the enzymes taken from glands after death and ascertaining their fune- 
tion and power on food in test tubes outside of the body under conditions 
which were hoped to be something like the conditions normally in the body 
during digestion, furnished our knowledge. I need not call your attention 
to the crudeness and necessarily fallacious results of such experimenta‘ion, 
for we must have the absolutely normal state of the gland; we must know 
the time of appearance, quantity produced, and the order of preduction 
of the various enzymes one with another. It is not enough for us to have 
a knowledge of the action of each individual fluid concerned in the process 
of digestion as it operates outside of the body But we must obtain an in- 
tricate knowledge of the process as a whole as it operates within the living 
organism. And so, many attempts have been made in an endeavor to ob- 
tain this, but not until recently was it accomplished, when Pavlov and 
Thompson succeeded not only in developing a method of procedure where- 
by the pancreatic fluid and bile could be studied, but what was much more 
difficult, perfected a method for studying the gastric secretion; that is, by 
the making of the so-called ‘‘miniature stomach’’ of Pavlov, which is a 
small section of the stomach walled off, without disturbing the nerve and 
blood supply to either section of the stomach 

So far as the stomach and pancreas are concerned the methods of Pav- 
lov and Thompson form the basis of practically all modern experimental 
work, and such extensive observations have been made that today we are 
in possession of absolute knowledge concerning the process of digestion, 

Some of the recent conclusions are so important that | cannot refrain 
from mentioning them: : 

1—Secretion of digestive fluid lasts as long as there is food with which 
it may come in contact and the curve of secretion is constant from the same 
organ for the same food 

2—The properties of digestive juice alter during the period af 
secretion 

3—The gastric juice as it flows from the gland has a constant acidity. 
The variation in acidity of the stomach contents is due to variation in the 
total quantity and not to alteration in relative amount of H. C. L. seereted. 

4—Each kind of food calls forth a peculiar activity of the digestive 
glands with varying properites in the digestive juices supplied. 

5—The time of the height of digestion varies with different foods; 
for example, the greatest quantity of gastric juice appears during the first 
hcur after a meal of meat; during the second hour after a meal of bread, 
end at the end of the third hour after one of milk. 

6—There is a difference in digestive power irrespective of quantity; 
for example, the proteolytic power of gastric juice after a meal of bread 
is greater than that following a meal of meat 

7—Enterokinase is a digestive ferment or, more exactly, a ferment of 
ferments, and the function of bile is to facilitate the action of pancreatic 
juice, both directly and indirectly, and is especially essential to the fat- 
splitting ferment. 
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Water is a stimulant to the secretory glands of the stomach. Hydro- 
chlorie acid and sodium chloride in water solution have no more effect as 
stimulants to the gastric glands than has water. Soda-bicarbonate and 
other alkalies in the same class have an inhibitory action on the gastric 
glands, as does animal fat and the vegetable oils: these latter, however, 
stimulate the action of the pancreas. 

That hydrochloric acid as well as other acids, citric, acetic, ete., 
markedly and promptly stimulate secretion from the pancreas and that the 
secretion from the pancreas thus stimulated shows a marked increase in 
alkalinity and in inorganic salts; and, further, that alkalies, as sodium 
carbonate and lime-water, also pancreatin, inhibit the flow of pancreatic 
juice. 

Weinland has recently demonstrated that the mucousa of the stomach 
and the epithelium of the intestinal tract contain autibodies which protect 
them against the action of H. C. L. or trypsinogen, as the case may be, and 
the only true peptic ulcer in the restricted sense is the result of action 
of the digestive fluid against an area deficient in antipepsin or anti- 
trypsin. 

Not the least important is the knowledge acquired of the nervous 
mechanism of digestion. It is now an established fact that only the peri- 
pheral endings of nerve cells have the power of changing the external 
stimulus into an impulse. The functions of the end organs with which 
they are connected are therefore of a specific or purposive nature. That 
is, these organs are called into play by certain definite conditions. They 
seemingly exert a certain intelligence of being aware of their special 


duty. This has long been known as to sensory nerves, but only recently 
has it been demonstrated positively of the secretory and other nerves, The 
nerve cells, too, are endowed with specific sensibility. Irrespective of the 


excitations communicated to them from afferent nerves, they respond as 
originators of impulses, principally to definite forms of mechanical, chemi 


cal or other stimuli arising in the organism. For example: We find that 
different drugs excite or inhibit the activity of certain portions of the 
nervous system We are, therefore, interested in knowing what portion 
of the nervous mechanism for each phase of secretion in a digestive organ 


is under stimulation and what is the primary agency setting up this ex- 
citation. Analogy will not help in this matter, for both cause and effect 
differ in different glands of the digestive tract so that each must be a 
matter of special study and experiment and conditions must vary for such 
experimentation. For illustration, the sight of food. or the very thought 
of it, is sufficient to elicit a flow of saliva, ‘‘to make one’s mouth water,” 
so to speak, hence a psychic event is an undoubted excitant for the saliv- 
ary glands. 

On the other hand, a great number of substances when brought into 
contact with the mucous membrane of the mouth start the salivary flow. 
These substances may be palatable or they may be very objectionable to 
taste. In the former case the definite object of the salivary flow is to 
prepare food for swallowing; in the latter, to wash it from the mucous 
membrane of the mouth. Likewise, by the use of mechanical or chemical 
means, to stimulate the buccal nerves, we obtain a flow of saliva. Now, 
with the gastric juice we get similar effects in a general way but not al- 
ways in the same degree or to the same things. The psychic effect is 
there but in a different way. Food may be prepared in sight of a dog 
when his stomach is empty and involuntarily there begins a flow of saliva. 
The gastric juice does not appear unless the temptation is continued, and 
then not for an approximate five minutes after the first appearance of 
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saliva, which is the usual time of appearance during any ordinary feed- 
ing. This same effect is observed in feeding a dog in which an opening 
in the esophagus is made so that the food when swallowed drops out. 
After about five minutes a large amount of gastric flow appears in propor- 
tion and variation to the kind of food taken into the mouth. Some articles 
of diet, especially the so-called ‘‘condiments,’’ as salt, pepper, mustard, 
and so on, when taken into the mouth whether swallowed or not, do not 
produce a flow of gastric juice though producing an immense amount of 
saliva. This must be due to a psychic effect on the stomach and shows 
the selective action of the terminal afferent nerve endings and not simply 
a reflex action due to the stimulation of the salivary flow, for we may 
chemically or electrically stimulate the salivary nerves to the production 
of a great amount of saliva and get absolutely no gastric juice. Neither 
ean this come reflexly from the presence of a foreign substance in the 
mouth, for, if an esophagatized dog be fed stones or sponges soaked in 
acid no gastric juice appears. 

Too, considerable variations are seen in the psychic effects of different 
foods in regard not alone to quantity but also to the quality of gastric 


juice. At sight of milk less gastric juice is secreted than at sight of meat 
or bread, and the milk juice contains less pepsin than either of the others. 
Hence, it seems to me an inevitable conclusion that one chief secretory 


effect on the gastric glands is produced by a purely psychic stimulus; that 
is, to the desire for food and the pleasure of having it. This psychic or 
mental impulse is recognized by everybody everywhere as ‘‘appetite’’ and 
and from the foregoing we may be safe in saying that a-p-p-e-t-i-t-e spells 
gastric juice. However, the absence of appetite does not mean absolute 
absence of gastric juice, nor is it solely responsible for the flow of gastric 
juice when present. 

Food introduced directly into the stomach of dogs while asleep, 
through fistulous opening, demonstrated that after a meal of meat gastric 
juice appeared in some quantities but the usual flow was very much re 
tarded and possessed very weak digestive action. That after a mea! of 
bread not a droy of gastric juice appeared for an hour or more 

It has been demonstrated that mechanical irritation of the lining mem 
brane of the stomach produces no secretion of gastric juice Through a 
gastric fistula was passed an applicator which had been soaked in an acid 
solution. This produced no effect. Also an empty rubber ball was in- 
serted through the fistula and blown up and kept in motion within the 
stomach with no production of secretion. Sokotoff has shown that with 
the introduction of food directly into the stomach and giving the sham 
feeding at the same time in the same animal that about 85 per cent of the 
food was digested, but without the sham feeding under the same conditions 
about 50 per cent of the food was digested, leaving a discrepancy from 
normal feeding of about 15 per cent, which must be supplied by the effect 
of food passing down the eosophagus and entering the stomach in the nor- 
mal way. Thus the most important part of gastric digestion is the nervous 
mechanism, for to its action is the whole process due; that the nerve endings 
have a peculiar ability and are conscious of a special duty, that there are 
two stimuli principally, both of which must be present to start and carry 
out in a successful manner, the process of gastric digestion. First and 
foremost is the psychic impulse. Second, the stimulation due to the food 
in the stomach. This is a chemical stimulus and not a mechanical one, as 
is so often stated, as shown by the preceding experiments and by the 
selective action, or a varying quality and quantity of gastric juice with 
different foods. 
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As to the pancreas, suffice it to say that the offering of food to an 
animal when hungry excites the flow of pancreatic juice generally in 
about two minutes, while the flow when-produced by the presence of food 
itself does not begin until after the gastric glands begin to secrete, or, in 
other words, the flow of pancreatic juice is due as much to the action of 
the glands of the stomach as to the chemical action of foods. From a prac- 
tical standpoint then, some grave questions concerning some common prac- 
tices occur. For example: Why give pepsin to a convalescent to promote 
digestion? Wherein lies the value of forced feeding in tubercular and 
other debilitating diseases? Is anything to be gained by gastrotomy? The 
answer to these must obviously be in the negative. To promote digestion 
one would better turn his attention to those things which might stimulate 
the mental and nervous state, and, by way of suggestion prescribe some of 
the so-called appetizers and water. Make the patient want food rather 
than make him take it. If you must feed a patient through a gastric 
fistula, tempt his appetite at the same time or your efforts are practically 
futile. 

And so I believe much is being accomplished in experimentation and 
investigation toward teaching us the knowledge necessary to determine 
living conditions in disease, and further that greatest of all in the healing 
art—preventative medicine. 

In coneluson let me say that I shall not consider that I have been jus- 
tified in my selection of the subject of this address, nor that I have done 
justice to it, unless I have convinced you that, much as has been accom- 
plished in the past and as satisfactory as is the position reached by medi- 
cine in progress along the lines of etiology, prevention and early cure, very 
much remains to be done and a great part of it is waiting to be done by 
the practicing physician in whatever line he may be. 

Moreover, besides employing individual opportunity and_ individual 
effort, we may and we do advance this work collectively. 


This Association, representing the organized profession, occupies a 
position and holds responsibilities and has an influence vital to the high- 
est interests in the country. The medical profession has never ceased 
to prove its concern for the general health and soundness and has done 
and is doing its share in discovering and disposing of the causes which 
underly inefficiency and degeneration in a portion of the people. Surely 
it is a spirit worthy of support. 


To those of us who practice among the people comes the greater re- 
sponsibility of furtherance and of practical application, so we must keep 
on working. The medical profession today is no place for a drone

' 
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CHAIRMAN’S ADDRESS, SECTION ON DISEASES OF EYE, EAR, NOSE 
AND THROAT.* 
By W. Albert Cook, M. D., Chairman, Tulsa, Okla. 


The iris and pupil are to the eye what the diaphragm and stops are to 
the camera, as they perform precisely the same functions, namely, the reg- 
ulation of the intensity of light that enters the eve and the sharpening of 
the retinal image by shutting off circles of difusion of the dioptric system. 

In this brief paper the discussion will be limited to the two functions 
of the pupil, namely dilatation and contraction. 

In order to be perfectly impermeable to light, the iris has a pigment 
layer on its posterior surface. The iris has the advantage over the arti- 
ficial diaphragms of optical instruments in that its size changes spontan- 
eously to suit the circumstances of the case. For this purpose there exists 
contracting fibers (sphincter pupillae) -and dilating fibers (posterior limit- 
ing membrane). Moreover, the vessels of the iris must be considered as 
also taking part in this process, since by their distention the iris becomes 
broadened and the pupil consequently contracted, and vice versa. 

The contraction of the pupil is governed by the oculo-motor nerve, 
which supplies the sphincter pupillae (and also the ciliary musele through 
the ciliary ganglion and the ciliary nerves By stimulation of the oculo- 
motor nerve, contraction of the pupil is produced; by its section or paraly- 
sis, dilatation of the pupil. 

Dilitation of the pupil is dependent upon the sympathetic, which de 
rives the fibers destined for the pupil from the cilio-spinal center of the 
cervical spinal cord. Irritation of this center or of the cervical sympathetic 
produces dilatation, and paralysis of it contraction of the pupil 

The reaction of the pupil is of great importance to the ophthalmolo- 
gist as weil as to the neurologist and to all physicians in general as a diag 
nostic symptom 

The reaction of the pupil takes place involuntarily and unconsciously 
It is either reflex, in which case the stimulus is transmitted from centri 
petal nerve channels to the nerves of the iris, or it is associated, in which

Light produces contraction of the pupil, while conversely as the illu 
mination diminishes the pupil dilates. The reflex are in this case passes 
through the optic nerve to the nucleus of the oculo-motor nerve and along 
the latter to the eve. The reaction for light always affects both eyes, i. e 
if the light falls into one eve alone, the pupil of the other eve also always con-

In accommodation (synergy with the ciliary muscle Since under 
physiological conditions every act of accommodation is accompanied by a 
corresponding convergence, and the contraction of the pupil keeps pace 
with both, we have here as a regular thing a uniform consentaneous action 
of the sphincter pupillae, the ciliary muscle, and the internal rectus. These 
muscles are all supplied by the oculo-motor nerve, so that their associated 
action depends upon a simultaneous excitation of the several bundles of 


fibers in this nerve supplying them.

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Between maximum and minimum accommodation and convergence 
under steady illumination there is a variation in the pupillary diameter 
from 2% to 4%, mm. The diameter is increased from % to *% mm. by 
covering the other eye. Neither the different states of the refraction nor 
the degree of pigmentation of the iris affect the relative diameter of the 
pupil. Let the size of the eye ball be great or small, the dimensions of the 
pupil are maintained in exact proportion. The average diameter of the 
normal adult pupil in a globe of average size seen by diffused daylight 
with the eyes in repose and facing the light, if in a room, is about 4 mm, 
but through different influences it may range anywhere between one and 
ten mm. Its outline is superior and about concentric with that of the iris. 
It is somewhat above the average diameter in childhood and adolescence 
and below in the extremes of age and infancy. In fact, it fluctuates 
incessantly during all periods of consciousness and throughout life. In 
natural sleep only is the pupil in repose, and it is then strongly con- 
tracted. In rigor mortis, through the rigidity of the sphincter, the pupil 
becomes smaller, immediately after that larger, and eventually when the 
globe has lost all tone, again contracted. When the blood pressure is 
suddenly stayed, as in the face of immediate death or when the narcosis 
of an anesthesia becomes dangerous, the pupil dilates mechanically from 
the force of the intraocular tension; in consequence of the sudden stop- 
page of the heart the arterial pressure is so lowered that no more blood 
enters the globe to counterhalance the tenseness there. 


Atropine paralyzes the sphincter and the ciliary muscle, and hence 
results in dilation of the pupil and also in inability to see clearly near by. 
The dilatation of the pupil is a very considerable one. If, in the case of a 
dilatation of the pupil caused by oculo-motor paralysis, atropine is instilled, 
the pupil becomes still more dilated. This proves that atropine, besides 
producing paralysis of the contracting fibers, causes also stimulation to the 
dilating fibers. 

A one-per-cent solution of sulphate of atropine is most frequently em- 
ployed. If it is desired to obtain a particularly intense effect, a granule 
of the atrophine salt in substance is placed in the conjunctival sac, where 
it is dissolved by the tears, and affords a concentrated solution. In this 
case we must be on the lookout for symptoms of general poisoning, which 
do not ordinarily develop with the instillation of the one-per-cent solution. 
These symptoms consist in a troublesome sense of dryness in the throat, 
nausea, reddening of the face, and subsequently faintness, or even loss of 
consciousness, and acceleration of the pulse. In case of marked poisoning 
the pupil of the other eye also, which has not been treated with atropine, 
is always dilated. The poisoning is effected by the entrance of the atro- 
pine into the nose along with the tears and its absorption in excessive 
quantity by the nasal mucous membrane. Hence we may preclude the 
development of poisonous symptoms, especially in applying atropine in 
substance, by preventing the tears from running down into the nose. 

Fuchs says: ‘‘We are not to conceive of the action of atropine upon 
the pupil in the same light as if it had got by absorption into the cireu- 
lation, as is the case when it is administered internally. For in this case 
the pupils of both eyes would necessarily dilate, while, as a matter of 
fact, the dilatation of the pupil occurs only on the side in which the in- 
stillation has been made. The action, accordingly, is a local one, and 
takes place from the atropine passing through the cornea by diffusion and 
getting into the aqueous humor so as to act directly upon the iris. We 
can prove this by a simple experiment, by dropping atropine into one eye, 
and, as soon as the pupil has dilated, evacuating the aqueous by paracente- 
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sis. If, then, this aqueous is introduced into the other eye, it excites a 
dilitation of the pupil in the latter—a proof that it contains atropine. In 
a similar way is the action of the other mydriatics and miotics upon the 
iris to be explained.’’ 

The pupillary diameter is influenced by many factors which may be 
responsible for myosis, mydriasis and a difference in the relative diameter 
of the two pupils known as anisocoria. Myosis is the result either of ex- 
citation of the third nerve, spasm of the sphincter muscle or paralysis of 
the sympathetic nerve, namely, paralysis of the dilator, or it may be from 
purely mechanical causes. The common causes are superficial irritation 
of the cornea such as foreign bodies, and an abrasion, eye strain, the local 
effect of certain drugs, intoxication like those of morphine, urea and the 
presence of any intercranial affections that stimulate or irritate the nerves 
of the sphincter and the light reflexes and responds to efforts of accom- 
modation and convergence. Spasm of the sphincter from cornea stimula 
tion can be accommodated by squirting a stream of boric acid solution 
upon the cornea, and a two per cent solution of pilocarpine dropped in the 
eye will provoke a myosis which attains its maximum effect in about thirty 
minutes and which disappears after three or four hours. And a one-half 
per cent solution of eserin will produce the same effect, but will last from 
thirty-six to forty-eight hours in a normal eye. Among the intoxicants that 
cause myosis are morphine, nicotine, chloral and urea. If in profound 
coma, there is myosis instead of the usual mydriasis poisoning by morphine 
or opium is suggested. 

At the outset of meningitis there may be bilateral myosis, but if the 
lesion extended to the nucleus of the third nerve the myosis is succeeded 
by mydriasis. A number of affections that produce lesions in the vicinity 
of the cervical sympathetic have been known to cause a corresponding 
myosis, the principal of which are exophthalmie goiter, but no general 
disease is so frequently the cause of myosis as syphilis, notably when the 
disease manifests itself as a cerebral spinal localization as in tabes and gen- 
eral paresis. It occurs in the first stages of tabes, and even after optic 
utrophy, wherein in other forms of optic atrophy there is ordinary 
mydriasis. Myosis resulting from tabes resembles the action of cocaine 
and atropine. In natural sleep myosis is said to be in accordance with 
the profoundness of the act and the light reflex remains undiminished 

Dilatation of the pupil like myosis may be due to intercranial lesions 
or paralysis of the sphincter from the effects of drugs or disease, but the 
paralytic mydriasis is never as extreme as that caused by drugs. Cases 
of mydriasis are often caused by taking some preparation containing bella 
donna for a considerable length of time or by using an eye dropper which 
had formerly been used by some other member of the family when using 
atropine, or even in some cases where one member of the family complains 
of some trouble with his eyes some kind neighbor has a bottle of eye drops 
which had cured the eyes of some member of her family and regardless of 
conditions that exist she insists that these be used, little knowing what the 
result may be, and this is often denied when the case falls inte the hands 
of the ophthalmologist. The dilated pupil which is present in practically 
ail coma is influenced by atropine or eserin and there is usually a slight 
reaction to light. Bilateral mydriasis is usually syphlitic and is by no 
means uncommon, although I do not mean to insinuate that all cases af- 
fecting both eyes are syphilitic, as traumatism causing hemorrhage and 
blood clot in the vicinity of the third cranial nerve will have the same 
effect. 

Following severe cases of diphtheria we get a paralysis of the ciliary 
musele which lasts for some time, although it may be influenced by myo

tics and mydriaties and almost invariably there is paralysis of the accom- 
modation in acu‘e cases of ptomaine poisoning which eventually disappears 
when the other symptoms subside. In chloroform narcosis we get a dila- 
tation of the pupil during the stage of excitement, but as the degree of 
surgical anesthesia is reached the pupil becomes contracted and remains 
that way during’ narcosis unless syncope is imminent when it suddenly 
dilates. 

Unilateral mydriasis is caused by certain diseases and also mydriaties 
when the drug has come in contact with only one eye, traumatism and 
most frequently syphilitic infection and may be hereditary or acquired. 
The causes of unilateral mydriasis may be interbulblar or extra bulblar. 
Among the first are traumatism of the globe, which affect the iris ciliary 
body or lens, while extra bulblar causes are usually blows upon the eye 
without laceration. I saw an interesting case of this variety in a_boiler- 
maker who received a blow, or who was struck in the eye by a rivet with 
a large head, and there was not even an abrasion of the eyelid, yet the 
pul il was dilated to a great extent, as the force of the blow had ruptured 
the sphincter, but as long as eserin was dropped in his eye daily we got 
xu normal amount of contraction which would disappear within twenty-four 
hours after its discontinuance. 

Some authors claim that there may be normal physiological difference 
in the size of the two pupils, while others deny it and say the only 
excuse is error of examination and declaring them to be cloaks under which 
to hide ignorance as to the true path logical causes that are responsible 
for the condition whether said causes can be discovered or not. Syphilis 
is the principal cause of the variations in the size of the pupils and it may 
make its appearance during any stage of the disease, but is more frequently 
found in general paresis, although next in frequency is tabes of leutie 
origin. In unilaterial pulmonary tuberculosis we get a dilatation of the 
pupil which was formerly believed to be due to stimulation of the sym 
pathetic nerve fibers affecting the eye on the same side that the lung was 
affected, but Leo Wolfer has demonstrated the real difference, which is 
the excitation of the sympathetic fibers due to the pressure exerted by the 
enlarged bronchial glands of the affected side. 

In the act by which the eves are adjusted for distinct vision at the 
different distances, in proportion as the visual axies are made more or 
less convergent, the pupils become more or less contracted. These phe- 
nomena are subject to the will and not purely reflex. The Argyll-Robert- 
son pupil first described by the distinguished Scotch ophthalmologist, was 
the first to call attention to the contraction of the pupil with the absence 
of the light reflex. but with the preserva‘ion of the convergence reflex 
which was associated in certain diseases, principally luetic affections of 
the nervous system either general, cerebral or spinal.

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CHAIRMAN’S ADDRESS—SURGICAL SECTION.* 
By Horace Reed, M. D., Chairman, Oklahoma City, Okla 


Gentlemen: If | could be sure that I -had the unanimous sympathy 
of this section, my address would be entirely devoted to a review and dis 
cussion of our present day standards. Good and wise men differ in their 
opinions, and honestly do so. It has always been and will continue to 
be thus. As there is ample reason for believing that some of you have 
ideas of what constitutes a proper standard in our daily practice and 
dealings with men which vary widely from that which I have, a discus- 
sion at this time would only arouse antagonism and possibly engender 
bitterness if delivered from this position 

Most of you are familiar with that new organization, The American 
College of Surgeons. The profession as a whole should be interested in what 
this organization stands for. | cannot refrain from quoting from the President’s 
address of the College which was delivered at Chicago last November. 

‘““The aim of this new organization and the reason for its existence 
lies in its disinterested and unselfish efforts to elevate the standards of 
the profession, moral as well as intellectual, to foster research, to educate 
the public up to the idea that there is a difference between the honest, 
conscientious, well-trained surgeon and the purely commercial operator, 
the charlatan and the quack; furthermore, that the term ‘‘surgeon’’ means 
something more than a suave manner, a glib tongue, a private hospital, 
a press agent, and the all too easily acquired diploma 

‘The standardization of surgery is absolutely essential to guard the 
publie against such as these, as well as to preserve the honor of the guild 
itself. So far as the public is concerned, it is necessary to protect it 
from the wolves in sheep’s clothing, from those who would prostitute 
their high office for the purpose of gain; from the ignorant and the 
untrained; from those who by reason of the lack of surgical judgment 
and skill are incompetent.’’ 

The task which this new organization has set about to do is stupen 
dous. The Oklahoma State Medical Association is already represented in 
the College. Others will join. It may be of interest to some of you to know 
that each man who is accepted in the College must sign a declaration. 
This declaration is as follows: 

‘| hereby promise upon my honor as a gentleman that | will not, 
so long as I am a Fellow of the American College of Surgeons, practice 
division of fees in any form; neither by collecting fees for others refer- 
ring patients to me nor by permitting them to collect fees for me; nor 
will I make joint fees with physicians or surgeons referring patients to 
me for operation or consultation; neither will I in any way, directly or 
indirectly, compensate any one referring patients to me; nor will F 
utilize any man as an assistant as a subterfuge for this purpose.’ 

With this by way of introduction I will now ask your indulgence 
while I read a paper which was originally prepared for the Oklahoma 
City Academy of Medicine, and which I here offer with no essential 
changes. The subject considered in part is, ‘‘Diagnosis and Prognosis of 
Senile Prostatic Diseases.’ If it should appear to you that certain 
remarks contained herein approach exaggeration, let me say that they

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are purposely so because of my desire to give emphasis to certain facts 
which have heretofore been considered unessential. 

One of the most prominent symptoms of the senile prostate is urinary 
retention. This symptom is almost invariably the one which causes the 
subject to seek the advice of the physician. Even before this symptom 
appears, a second process of the disease, namely, nephritis, may he well 
advanced and although the patient may be fully aware of rapidly failing 
health, he has not suspected the true nature of his trouble. 

For the relief of retention the catheter is resorted to with too fre- 
quent infection of the bladder resulting. The prognosing of what will 
take place in a given patient from this time on is to be based on an 
unders‘anding of the changes of the gland preceding and leading up to 
the chstruction. 

It is to be understood that when we speak of nephritis and sepsis in 
this paper that we include only those conditions resulting directly or 
indirectly from the changes which have taken place in the prostate. Be- 
fore we undertake to discuss anatomical changes found in the pathological 
senile prostate we must understand the normal relations of certain 
struetures 

The prostatic gland is situated in front of- the neck of the bladder 
and around the commencement of the. urethra. The vas deferens from 
the external iliac vessels descends into the pelvis at the side of the blad- 
der It arches backward and downward to its base, crossing over the 
obliterated hypogastric artery and to the inner side of the ureter. It ter- 
minates in the ejaculatory duct. The ejaculatory duct runs forward and 
downward between the middle and lateral lobes of the prostate and 
terminates in the prostatic urethra. In the pelvis the ureter enters the 
posterior false ligament of the bladder below the obliterated hypogastric 
artery, the vas deferens in the male passing between it and the bladder. 
(Gray 

Of late considerable has been written on the subject of senile prostatic 
hypertrophy. ‘To discuss all the ideas advanced would require a_ burden- 
some though interesting paper. For our purpose we accept the theory of 
Zukerkand! and Tandler, that prostatic hypertrophies have their seat of 
origin in the middle lobe. If theirs is not a correct hypothesis we will 
have to admit that there is strong clinical and postmortem evidence that 
these changes begin in the central portion of the gland The so-called 
capsule of the tumor is always composed of flattened-out prostatic tissues, 
the thickness of which is fairly uniform 

If the tumor formation is small and projects into the bladder alongside 
the internal meatus there will be no appreciable flattening of the balance 
of the prostatic tissue, and, therefore, no disturbance of the relation of 
the ureter and vas. If, on the other hand, the growth pushes out laterally, 
the lateral lobes become compressed into quite thin sheaths and the dis- 
turbance of the ureter at the point where the vas passes over it may be 
such that a sharp, even an acute, angle of the ureter on itself results. 

This angulation will cause a narrowing of the ureteral lumen which 
may be sufficient obstruction to the flow of urine from the kidney to re- 
sult in the production of hydro-ureter, and, likewise, corresponding changes 
in the kidney pelvis. 

From these hypothetical considerations we have sought to establish a 
basis for the proper diagnosing of pathologic senile prostatic conditions. 

1. Prostatic changes which result in obstruction to the urinary out- 
flow only. 
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A type of prostate which will produce obstruction is the so-called 
fibrous tumor. Instead of there being a tumor, the whole bulk of the 
prostate may be diminished in size, or, utterly absent, and the space oc- 
eupied by a fibrous mass through which the urethra passes in a tortuous 
course. In diagnosing such a condition a history of earlier chronic pros- 
tatitis would be significant. Clinically, the history of the onset resembles 
that of a gradually forming stricture; finally, as the history usually goes, 
after an exposure to inclement weather or following a long journey, there 
is inability to void urine. The catheter is introduced, sometimes with 
considerable difficulty, and with this increased irritation the power to void 
is lost completely. 

Digital examination of the prostate through rectum will reveal the 
absence of tumor formation. The prostate will be hard, probably slightly 
irregular, and a sound previously introduced into the bladder may be 
reached beyond the prostate by the examining finger. The cystoscope 
shows nothing of the glandular change but reveals a trabeculated con- 
dition of the bladder which is an incident of chronic urethral obstruction. 


Another type causing obstruction is the small, tumor formation which 
projects into the bladder alongside of the urethra. The base of the tumor 
is narrow, almost a pedicle, and the tumor itself is pushed into the inter- 
nal urethra, forming a ball-valve-like closure of the same. A _ previous 
clinical history is absent. The onset of obstruction is sudden and is 
strongly suggestive of stone. The absence of history of chronic cystitis 
would rule out caleulus. The catheter and sound pass easily Digital ex- 
amination is negative, but the cystoscope reveals the small, spherical growth 
at the internal urethral meatus. 

Finally, as a cause of retention and obstruction, is the so-called collar 
formation. This is a tumor which surrounds the urethra and projects 
upward into the bladder, reaching sometimes the level of the symphysis 
pubis. 

The clinical history is suggestive only in drawing attention to a 
gradually increasing obstruction and retention of urine The catheter 
and sound pass easily as a rule, but the clinician is impressed with the 
distance which the catheter passes before urine flows.’ The length of the 
urethra is such that sometimes the shaft of the examining cystoscope is 
not long enough to reach the bladder cavity. .If one succeeds, how- 
ever, in passing the instrument, the prostate enlargement is recognized. 
The urethral orifices are often so far removed from the internal urethral 
meatus that they cannot be located. Digital and bimanual examination 
reveals a tumor formation often of sufficient size to very much resemble, in 
size and position, an anteverted uterus 

The three types of prostatic changes just described, causing only ure 
thral obstruction and urinary retention, indicates what the prognosis may 
be. It is the same as would be from any other mechanical condition, such 
as urethral stricture, except that in the former it is usually possible to 
use the catheter. Where it is possible to employ a catheter easily it would 
be justified as a continuous practice if there exists, at the same time, a 
serious contra-indication against operation. In these types of prostatic 
changes there is no disturbance of the relation of the ureter and vas where 
they loop, and therefore no obstruction of the ureteral lumen. 


In making prognosis one must consider those complications which are 
incident to bladder obstruction—chief of which is infection. The deleteri- 
ous effect on the kidneys of an over-distended and infected bladder is 
a debatable question. There is, we must say, no evidence to show that the 
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pressure within the distended bladder is ever sufficient to produce any 
appreciable disturbance within the ureter or kidney pelvis from the back- 
ward pressure. The very anatomical structure of the terminal ureter, 
with its valve-like opening, precludes the possibility of such backward 
pressure taking place. 

There is no denying the fact that renal infection is a frequent com- 
plication of bladder infection, and whether it takes place through the lym- 
phatics, blood stream, or by continuity of surface by way of the ureter, 
we do not know. In the prostate changes which we have just described 
there is no basis for assuming that such infection will take place any more 
often than in any other form of obstruction, and therefore the prognosis 
is to be made accordingly. 

In the types of prostatic hypertrophy which we are now finally to 
consider we will see that other and serious changes resulting therefrom 
are to be considered in making prognosis. 

2. In these we have marked prostatic enlargement with or without 
urinary retention. The clinical history recites a long period of frequent 
urination, which was particularly noticeable at night during which period 
there was little or no evidence of urinary obstruction. Indeed, the whole 
course of the trouble may be gone through without such obstruction. 
Usually, however, there comes a time when the patient is unable to void 
his urine, and this inability is not necessarily due to obstruction but may 
result as one of the symptoms of acute nephritic change 

After a period during which frequent urination has been the only 
symptom, the patient is aware that he is rapidly failing in health. His 
appetite becomes poor, skin dry, and there is an unusual thirst. He will 
have been conscious of a vague feeling of uneasiness in region of loins. 
The physical examination, besides revealing the signs of renal inefficiency, 
shows the presence of an enormous enlargement of the prostate. This en- 
largement, as determined by the examining finger, extends downward, 
backward and laterally into the sides of the pelvis. The cystoscope, 
which usually passes easily, shows a marked distortion of the trigone as a 
result of the intravesicle growth. 

In this form of prostatic enlargement we have a wide lateral dis- 
placement of the terminal vas. This pulls the ureter into an angle where 
the vas crosses it. In a large number of specimens of prostatic hyper- 
trophy with hydro-ureter, which have been found in the Vienna Anato- 
mical Institute by Zukerkand! and Tandler, it is shown that this is 
the form of hypertrophy in which dilated ureter is found, and that the 
ureteral dilation never occurred below the above mentioned angle of 
the ureter. 

Hydro-ureter results where there is obstruction of the ureter. Ob- 
struction of the ureter which is sufficient to cause dilation of the same 
has its effect on the kidney. It is apparent, then, that in making prog- 
nosis in cases of prostatic hypertrophy one must know whether or not, 
because of such hypertrophy, there is a disturbance of kidney function. 


When the diagnosis is such that ureteral blocking is probable, the 
contra-indication against operation must be ultra-serious before one 
would decline to recommend a removal of the tumor, even when urinary, 
olstruction or retention is not a symptom

It seems that that 
gentleman, for some reason or other is flirting with the cult who call 
themselves chiropractors, and some months ago, at a banquet in Oklahoma 
City, delivered the following remarks: ‘‘ Assured the chiropractors that he 
was with them, and that if the capital fight had not been in the way, he 
would have been able to have done very much more for us at the last legis- 
lature, and assured the banqueting chiropractors that he would always 
be ready to do all in his power for the chiropractors’ cause He knew 
personally the great good they had done, etc.”’ 

This remarkable man who had trouble solving legislative problems, 
seems to have had no trouble at all in making one lunge and getting at 
the bottom of the deepest science extant. His political ambitions are ten- 
derly referred to the profession of Oklahoma County, who may conclude 
that he is not as representative as his title indicates. The Senator is a 
good fellow personally, but he is certainly not representative of the high- 
class of citizenship of Oklahoma County if he has been correctly quoted. 


HARPER'S WEEKLY AND THE ANTI-VIVISECTIONISTS. 

Harper’s Weekly, the great New York publication, edited by Norman 
Hapgood, is the latest great force to line up with the medical profession 
and common sense in the matter of experimental and serological medicine. 
In the issue of May 16th, on the front cover occurs the words, ‘‘ Hearst- 
Liar.” This refers to an article entitled ‘‘A Campaign of Lies,’’ by Kath- 
arine Loving Buell. This writer takes up at considerable length the fal- 
lacious and misleading statements made by anti-vivisectionist speakers and 
organs. She clearly points out that a great deal of their propaganda is 
not based on the truth, that a good deal of their quotations of medical 
men’s opinions are either misquotations or are quotations from unreliable or 
obscure members of the profession. 

In order to effectually defend ourselves against such matter as 
this, physicians should be kept well informed. The copy of Harper’s 
Weekly of the issue indicated will prove interesting reading not only to 
the doctor but to his patients. 


THE CUSTER COUNTY WAY OF DOING IT. 

Custer county physicians seem to be tired of being misrepresented. 
Our readers will no doubt recall the activities of one George Washington 
Carnell, the misrepresentative from Custer County, who so fervently de- 
fended the chiropractic cult as being about everything from the salt of 
the earth to the quintessence of scientific climax when it came to saving 
the halt, crippled and blind of the human family from destruction. This 
pseudo scientist who deluded himself with the idea that anatomy, even 
as taught by this precious aggregation, differed from that taught by all 
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other schools of medicine, entertained the legislature and its committees 
with the wondrous stories of chiropractic miracles to the extent of making 
himself ridiculous in the eyes of intelligent laymen, seems to have some 
idea of again tossing his political castor into the ring, much to the dis- 
gust of the profession of his home county, whe look on the matter thusly: 
At a meeting of the Custer County Medical Society April 24, 1914, the 
following resolution was adopted: ‘‘The Custer County Medical Society 
goes on record as being opposed to any candidate for Congress or the 
Legislature who has previously shown by his acts in such bodies or by his 
disposition toward them at present to be opposed to any medical legislation 
and we as a body declare it to be our purpose to use every means to de- 
feat such in their efforts to be elected to office.”’ 

The resolution was unanimously adopted with the additional statement 
that the Society had in mind one Cornell in the passage of the resolution. 

Other County societies blessed with eccentric legislators would do 
well to ponder this action and apply it to their own local situation; not 
only resolute, but get action on the day of the primaries. No locality of 
Oklahoma has a superior citizenship, morally or otherwise for the good of 
humanity, to that composing the medical profession in its confines. Why 
should such a body not dictate, to some extent, the political destinies 
and policies of its people?

PROCEEDINGS OF THE HOUSE OF DELEGATES, TWENTY-SECOND 
ANNUAL MEETING, GUTHRIE, OKLAHOMA, MAY 12-13-14, 1914. 


Municipal Bath House. 

The President, Dr. J. M. Byrum, in the chair 

Meeting called to order. Moved by Dr. G. A. Wall that Committees 
on Credentials and Resolutions be appointed; carried The President ap- 
pointed Drs. J. S. Childs, W. A. Howard and Edw. F. Davis on the Cre- 
dentials Committee, after which the President made the following remarks 
preliminary to his annual address: 

I will take this opportunity to make a few remarks. The Section on 
Surgery is now convening in the Hotel Ione, the Section on Medicine at 
Columbus Hall. and the general meeting will be in the Hotel Ione ball 
room this evening. This bath house will be open to the members through- 
out the meeting. 

The Credentials Committee now reported on those members present, 
which report was adopted. 

The Secretary read that portion of the minutes of the previous meet- 
ing not published in the Journal concerning certain proposed amendments 
to the Constitution and By-Laws. (See Appendix for financial statement 


The President then made the following remarks: I wish to call your 
attention to the rule under the head of ‘‘general information,’’ published 
in the program of this meeting, which is as follows: ‘‘The meetings of the 
House of Delegates will be for delegates only, and will be held in the 
Municipal bath house, and no one not a delegate will be permitted the 
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floor. This rule is made necessary by experience of the past in which 
the general membership encroached on the time of the House of Delegates 
and at the same time by absenting themselves from the Sections to which 
they properly belonged diminished section attendance.’’ Motion made and 
seconded that only delegates participate in the meeting. 

D. A. Myers: That is pretty strong. Suppose a man came over here 
who is not a delegate. He might get tired sitting around; he paid his fee 
for the privilege of coming to this meeting. I am a delegate and | might 
have friends who would like to come and gas and smoke. 


Walter E. Wright: I believe that the meetings of the House of Dele- 
gates should be meetings of delegates and delegates only. Last year the 
criticism was made that the House of Delegates was a political organi- 
zation because of lack of attendance on sections and disproportionate at- 
tendance in the House. A man who is not a member of this House should 
not worry because we do not aitend section meetings. We have our af- 
fairs to transact here; they have theirs in the sections and | believe that 
people who are not delegates should not interfere with this House unless 
they have matters of business to bring before the body. All this complaint 
about political activity comes from those often not entitled to seats in the 
House who come here for the purpose of starting agitation 

M. K. Thompson: I think nearly every one here now is a delegate, 
anyway, but I believe the House should restrict itself to those elected to 
it and not to the general body. That is the rule, I understand, in nearly 
all other state societies and is certainly adhered to in the meetings of the 
American Medical Association. 


Dr. Kelso: I think we can compromise by having the delegates oc- 
cupy a certain portion of the House or room separate and distinct from 
any other members who are present. Whenever we refuse to let any other 


+ 


member who is as much entitled to this part of the meeting as we are 
come in, then we are usurping the right of every American citizen and we 
will be criticized. 1 am against this resolution on that ground. It is not 
right—it is un-American. Even the United States Senate is doing away 
with that ancient way of having ‘‘closed doors.’’ We should not have 
closed doors at this meeting. 

The President: It has been moved and seconded that the House of 
Delegates be for delegates only. 

Dr. Kelso: I make a motion that all members of this Association 
be admitted to meet with the delegates, but not paticipate in any manner 
in our proceedings; seconded. Motion carried 

The President: All delegates will kindly move forward to the front 
of the hall and the visiting physicians will occupy the rear 

The Secretary presented the following financial report. (Appendix.) 

The President now took the floor. Dr. D. Long of Dunean in the chair. 

The President: I take this occasion to call your attention to certain 
proposed amendments to the Constitution and By-Laws. First, to amend 
Articles 5 and 6, combining the offices of secretary-treasurer and editor. 
This makes organic a custom that has been followed for some time and 
put into effect by the Council. It has the advantage of making the office 
directly answerable to the House of Delegates for the conduct of their 
paper, the official publication. 

Second: The House of Delegates is also called on to amend Article 9, 
making the term of office of the secretary-treasurer-editor three years in 
stead of one as now in force. It is my opinion that this is an advisable 
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amendment for several reasons. First, it is a good business proposition. 
‘his office is the business end of our association and it is never good busi- 
ness to change the policy from year to year, and the term of one year is 
never sufficient to test out any given business proposition in our Associa- 
tion. This has been recognized heretofore by the continued re-election of 
our secretary-treasurer. This amendment should carry, for a long term of 
office will do much to remove the office from the politics of the Associa- 
tion. Under this plan we will have at least two annual meetings of each 
term free from the political bickerings incident to recurring elections. The 
objection of ‘‘getting a bad man in office with no power to remove him’’ 
has no bearing on the matter, for the Council may remove a man for mal- 
feasance and incompetency in office. This proposed change does not con- 
flict with the regulations of the A. M. A., as has been urged, nor is it an 
innovation without precedent. lowa, Kentucky, New Hampshire, Ohio and 
Wyoming make the term of office three years and find it satisfactory; 
Colorado, Mississippi, Nebraska, North Carolina, South Dakota, Texas and 
Washington make the term of office two years and wish it were three 
instead. “ 
Third: The House is called to amend Article 9 of the Constitution, 
giving the House power to increase the number of. Councillors as the de- 
velopment of the state may demand. It is my desire that this amendment 
prevail, as our Councillor Districts are now too large as at present con- 
stituted. I think more frequent visitation and personal oversight by the 
Council will do much to promote the interests and welfare of the organi- 
zation. There should at this time be created at least three new districts 
in order to make the districts in the state more compact and accessible. 

Fourth: Another amendment proposes to give the Council authority to 
establish a Medical Defense Bureau within our Association, whenever it 
deems it advisable, and for the purpose increase the dues to not to ex- 
ceed $12.00 per capita per annum. 

Fifth: It is also proposed at this meeting of the House of Delegates 
to amend Article I of the By-Laws regulating the process of appeal. This 
is advisable because of the difference of interpretation of the present lan- 


guage of this article. In this connection I suggest that provision be made 
to rectify our Constitution and By-Laws. There are a number of minor 
changes necessary to be made to make more definite the meaning and in- 


tent of the law, which could be corrected by a Codifying Committee, and 
when this committee report shall be accepted next year and when approved 
the changes become the law of the Association without further formality. 
I also favor the amendment providing that the President and the Secretary 
be made actual members of the Council instead of ex-officio memberg 
thereof. 

Dr. Childs: I move that these be brought before the House by Seec- 
tions. Carried. 

President: The Secretary will read the amendments by sections. 
Amendment to Article 5 read. Moved by Dr. Graves that it be adopted. 
Carried. 

Amendment to Article 6 read. Moved by Dr. Wright that it be 
adopted. Motion carried. 

Amendment to Article 9, Section 2 (Officers), read. Moved by Dr. 
Wall that it be adopted. 

President: Those in favor of the adoption will say ‘‘aye.’’ 


Dr. Kelso: I would like to amend this by striking out the word Sec- 
retary-Treasurer-Editor for three years and making the secretary for one 
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year, the Councillors for three years, and then | am opposel to the resolu- 
tion as it is. I do not believe we should elect the secretary-treasurer for 
a period of three years. I will admit that there are some things the Pres- 
ident stated in his annual report or message that are true. His arguments 
to a certain extent I can agree with, but to that particular portion that 
it would be to the best interests of the medical profession in Oklahoma I 
must beg to differ. I do not believe it would be to the best interests of 
the medical profession of Oklahoma to make too many of our officers 
elected for too long a time. I think we will make a mistake if we do that 
iat this particular time. Now, this is not personal. I have nothing person- 
al against our Secretary. I think he has made a good secretary, but | 
believe that this question at this time is not for the best interests of the 
Association. Now, I would like to know how many of the members of the 
profession know that this question is to be voted on in this House of Dele- 
gates today? I would like to know how many members know? Now, our 
Constitution should be published twice a year in our bulletin, or two 
months previous to our election there shull be a notice sent out to the 
constituent societies. Now, if I mistake not, there was nothing published 
relative to this in our Journal. Am | mistaken? 

The Secretary: You are both. 

Dr. Kelso: Was this published in our Journal? 

The Secretary: It was not. 

Dr. Kelso: How many knew this was coming up before this Asso- 
ciation today? Why was it not published? That is the proposition be- 
fore us. I do not believe it is in the best interests of the Association 


The Secretary: The imputation in these statements is that some one 
has net done his duty With the permission of the House I will read 
Article 14 of the Constitution: ‘‘The House of Delegates may amend any 
Article of this Constitution by a two-thirds vote of the delegates regis- 
tered at that annual session, provided that such amendment shall have 
been presented in open meeting of the previous annual session, and that 
it shall have been sent officially to each component county society at 
least two months before session at which final action is to be taken.”’ 

I will say that these amendments were sent to each county secretary 
of the state within the time required and were in their hands before that 
time I sent with it an official letter calling their attention to the mat- 
ter and asking them to have their societies take such action as it deemed 
necessary. I make this statement for the information of the previous 
speaker. 

Dr. H. B. MeKenzie: I wish that all the members, more than 1200 
in number, had had opportunity to read this amendment. If that had 
been possible we would not have had any discussion from men like Dr. 
Kelso. They would have been enthusiastically for the proposition. I am 
very much in favor of electing our secretary-treasurer-editor for three 
years, and in this connection I want to state that at the present time I 
am receiving a large number of the state journals published over the United 
States and | consider the Journal of the Oklahoma State Medical Asso- 
ciation second te none, and I want to say further that I lay a great deal 
of the success of that Journal to our present secretary and editor, Dr. 
Claude Thompson, and if you put him back for three years, or any other 
man for that time, they will make it better than now if that is possible 

The President: Gentlemen, are you ready for the vote? All those in 
favor of the adoption of this amendment will say ‘‘aye;"’ those opposed 
*‘no.’’ The ‘‘ayes’’ have it. A division of the vote is called for. All in 
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favor of the adoption of this amendment will rise and be counted by the 
Secretary. The Secretary counted the vote and announced 46 were for the 
adoption. The President: Those opposed to the adoption will rise and 
the Secretary will count the vote. The Secretary counted 3. The Presi- 
dent: The amendment has been adopted by a vote of 46 to 3. 

The President: The next amendment provides for the establishment 
of a Physicians Defense Bureau in the Association, if the Council should 
so determine. 

Dr. Jas. T. Riley: I move the adoption of the amendment. Seconded 
by Dr. Wall. 

The Secretary made the following statement in reference to the pro- 
posed amendment: This proposition was hurriedly and loosely prepared 
and has come up to the Association in not the shape originally intended 
in drafting. It was never the intention in writing this to increase the 
present dues. We do not need any money while we operate under the 
present plan. We do not need .money for the publication of the Journal. 
It will soon be much more profitable than it now is; but, in writing this 
it was thought that we could put in an alternative proposition, which 
would allow the addition of one dollar per annum to the present dues for 
a time, which amount could be set aside until a fund of needed amount 
accumulated for physicians’ defense. The present plan is not in good 
shape from a parliamentary standpoint, but I am advised that if by unan- 
imous consent this House adopts it with such changes as it may see fit, in 
keeping with the spirit of the proposition, then it would be properly done. 
Of that I am unable to say and would like to ask some one better posted 
than I. 

Dr. Myers: If we could get the Council and House of Delegates to- 
gether we could adopt it now and not have to wait another year. 

The Secretary: We are going to have this establishment in this state 
sooner or later and I believe if you will unanimously agree to allow the 
Council to arrange the matter, I believe it will go and there will be no 
material objection from any source on that account. I do not believe it 
ought to be put off any longer. 

Dr. Hatchet: I was just going to suggest that the Council be em- 
powered to at once establish this Bureau. 

Dr. Shuler: I want to ask if this can be amended without beimg 
earried over? 

The President: It is the opinion of the Chair that any amendment 
not in conflict with the sense of the article might be in order. 

After considerable discussion as to the results of such an adoption 
on the membership it was agreed to allow the matter to lie over until the 
next meeting of the House of Delegates. 

The President: The Secretary will read the amendment offered to 
Chapter 1—Membership. (Read by the Secretary. 

Moved by Dr. J. H. White, seconded by Dr. W. A. Howard, that the 
amendment be adopted as read. 


After a general discussion by Drs. Kelso, R. V. Smith, W. C. Brad- 
ford and D. A. Myers, a reading of the Constitution bearing on the sub- 
ject by the Secretary, in which he stated his opinion that the matter was 
already covered by the Constitution and By-Laws, but that it was intro- 
duced to meet certain interpretations placed on the present reading by 
contingencies that had arisen, and that it was introduced to clear the mat- 
ter of possibility of misconceptions. After a discussion by Dr. Wall, it 
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was moved by Dr. Myers that a committee of three be appointed to re- 
port on the matter at the next meeting. The President appointed Drs. 
D. A. Myers, J. Hutchings White and R. V. Smith. 

Dr. W. E. Wright moved that there be established thirteen Councillor 
Districts, which was seconded by Dr. G. A. Wall. The President appointed 
Drs. W. E. Wright, G. A. Wall, W. N. John, W. H. McKenzie and Chas. 
R. Hume a committee on redistricting the state. 

Resolutions Committee as follows was appointed: Drs. J. C. Ambrister, 
J. A. Overstreet, J. L. Shuler. 

Dr. J. Hutchings White, delegate to the American Medical Associa- 
tion, read his report. (See Appendix. 

I move that a committee be appointed to consider the points involved 
in this report. The motion being seconded the President appointed the 
following committee: Drs. J. Hutchings White, Edw. F. Davis, George 
Slover. 

Dr. Kelso: There are quite a number of delegates in this Association 
at the present time. Were we all here there would be about one hundred. 
1 know the men who come here are interested in the scientific work and 
want this business arranged so that they may get some of the scientific 
work. 

The President: Can the House continue the business at the next 
meeting? Chair entertains the motion to adjourn until 8:00 a. m. tomorrow

We must have and 
retain the confidence of the public, and | shall try to maintain that con- 
fidence. I thank you for the honor you have conferred.’’

and stand ready to lend our assistance at any time, in the furtherance of 
her high ideals and the promotion of her progress. 

President: Resolution adopted as read 

Resolution No. 3: Whereas, Dr. George H. Simmons, Secretary; W. A. 
Puckner, Secretary of the Council on Pharmacy and Chemistry, and Fred- 
erick R. Green, Secretary of the Council on Health and Public Instruction 
of the A. M. A., owing to their official position, are subject to a great deal 
of unwarranted and unjust criticism from various interests which their of- 
ficial position forces them to attack, and 

Whereas, the rank and file of the medical profession in many instances 
do not appreciate the great difficulties under which these men work, and, 


Whereas, it is impossible for the average physician to keep constantly 
posted on the various activities of the departments over which these men 
preside, and, 

Whereas, criticism and attack of the above named officials is an af- 
front to the entire medical profession, therefore, 

Be It Resolved, That we, the Oklahoma State Medical Association, in 
convention assembled, take this occasion to heartily commend the ability 
and sneerity of the said Doctors, (7e0 H. Simmons, Frederick R Green 
and W. A. Puckner 

Be It Further Resolved, That we express our deep appreciation of their 
efforts and our sympathy with the great work they have done in the past 
and are attempting to do in their impersonal and unselfish manner for the 
good of the medical profession and by this resolution we heartily commend 
the work and efforts of these men and the common cause of the individual 
physician who should by every means possible sustain their work and 
efforts, and, 

Be It Further Resolved, That we take this occasion to bitterly condemn 
these purveyors of fraudulent medical preparations, those societies and 
organizations who are constantly attempting to thwart the progress of 
modern medicine, and the so-called independent Medical Journal whose 
pages reek with improper medical advertising and who at every opportunity 
make occasion to attack the above mentioned officers, and a copy of this 
resolution be presented by our delegates in the House of Dlegates of the 
A. M. A. at Atlantic City, and that copies be sent to all interested parties. 

Resolution adopted as read. 

Resolution No. 4. As there is an organization of the Southwestern 
states in a combined effort to memorialize the Federal Government to con- 
vert into sanitaria the military forts and reservations of the southwest for 
the care and isolation of tuberculous patients who come to our favorable 
climate from the north and eastern states, and, as the many unfortunate 
tuberculous persons coming to the southern states are entirely destitute 
when they arrive, places upon the citizens of this section not only the bur- 
den of providing the actual necessities of life, but is risking the citizen- 
ship to unjust exposure to this infection, 

Be It Resolved, That the Oklahoma State Medical Association in regu- 
Jar session heartily endorses the request of this Conference of States on 
the question of tuberculosis and earnestly asks our Federal Congress to 
take notice of the condition in regard to tuberculosis in the Southwestern 
states and to take the necessary action to relieve the unjust burden and 
risk to our people.

President: It has been moved and seconded that this resolution be 
adopted as read, with the amendment of Dr. Day. Carried. 

President: Is the Necrology Committee ready to report! 

Dr. Hume: I was appointed as chairman of that committee, as an 
impromptu chairman, Dr. Boyle being chairman, and as we have no data 
from which to make a report here I have agreed with the Secretary that 
Dr. Boyle’s report will be in the next State Journal. 

President: You have heard the report of the committee. What do 
you wish to do with it? 

Moved, seconded and carried that the report of the committee be 
accepted.

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REPORT OF DELEGATE TO AMERICAN MEDICAL ASSOCITION. 


Gentlemen: 

As your representative at the meeting of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation held at Minneapolis, Minn., June 6-20, 1913, I feel that it is my 
duty to report to you some of the happenings of this meeting. 

There has been a change in the designation of the members of the A. 
M. A. Instead of the word member the term ‘‘fellow’’ is substituuted, and 
instead of the word membership the term ‘‘fellowship’’ is used. 

There was also a report of the committee on the question of division 
of fees and, while I do not know how true to the state of affairs this 
report is correct, Oklahoma is singled out as being in strong contrast to 
other southern states in the great degree of the prevalence and in the 
stronger and general opinion among the profession in favor of fee-splitting. 

Another question which was taken up was that of lodge and contract 
practice. This is a matter which will undoubtedly have to be faced by the 
entire profession and one on which the Judicial Committee offered the 
following resolution: 

‘*Resolved, That the House of Delegates of the American Medical As- 
sociation recommends to each constituent body that it endeavor through 
the action of its various counties to reform the various abuses of lodge 
practice in their separate communities in order that the lodges may give 
an adequate service to its members and an honorable remuneration to the 
medical men.”’ 

There has been created a new section on Gastro-enterology and 
Proctology. 

These seem to me to be the matters which concern our Association 
at the present time.

5. Take into careful consideration every general reaction or rise of temperature, 
following the use of salvarsan, and make a full investigation of the causes of such 
effect 

Only by close obedience to the above will it be possible to begin the more re- 
fined, scientific investigation of apparently so simple, but in reality highly compli- 
cated, an occurrence as a salvarsan fatality DAY
